The man behind it all 
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SOCCER TEAM TAKES SECTIONAL CHAMPIONSHIP 


The 1975 soccer season at Buies Creek 
High School has gone in history as one of 
the school’s greatest years. Overall, the 
Demons compiled a 15-6 record and at 
the conclusion of the season were the 
fifth-ranked team in the state. The team 
marched through its conference schedule 
with a spotless 8-0 record, outscoring the 
opposition by a combined total of 34-4. It 
was the fifth consecutive conference 
championship for Buies Creek. The 
Demons placed four players on the all- 
regional team. They were Rusty 
Scarborough, Steve Todd, Marshall

Now only 
four teams remained in contention for the 
State title. In the next game the Demons 
faced Ravenscroft, a top ranked team 
from Raleigh. The tremendous season 
finally came to aclose as the Demons lost 
5-0 in a game that was much closer than 
the score indicated. The Demons lost 
many outstanding seniors, but should 
continue to be one of the top teams in the 
state.
